This setting uti- 
lizes a typical baroque device of an- 
tiphonal writing between a straight- 
forward chorale style in the chorus, 
answered by two violins and con- 
tinues, | 

Violinists in this selection are 
Erica Rossi and Joyce. Thompson. 
Cellist is Richard McCann. 

In Terra Pax is composed by an 
American, Gerald Finzi. This work 
is called a “Christmas Scene.” The 
text combines lyrical poetry and 
the Biblical text of the Nativity. 
It is in the baritone solos that the 
words of Robert Bridges’ “Noel: 
Christmas Eve 1913’ is heard. The 
soprano solo and chorus sing the 
words from St. Luke 8-14. 

Judith Masson sings the soprano 
solo, and Staten Johnston expresses 
the role of the baritone solo, Per- 
cussion accompaniment is by Grey 
Whipple. 

Third selection. is Coronation 

Mass in C Major K.V,-317 by Mo- 
zart. Mozart composed this piece in 
March, 1779, for the small church 
of Maria Plain near Salzburg, Aus- 
tria. It commemorated the tradi- 
tion. of a miraculous appearance 
of the Virgin at this shrine. This 
work is considered to be his’ finest 
mass for actual performance in a 
church and has created a tremen- 
dous effect on the listeners who 
hear it in the Salzburg Cathedral 
as a part of the midnight service 
on Christmas Eve.

Great attention is 
still given to the decoration of the church and services. Parties of waits 
or carol singers go from house to house. 

FRANCE begins the Christmas holiday with festive celebrations in 
public eating places. The French people attend mass. during the holi- 
day. Hospitable dinners are also in homes where candle- ‘lighted tables 
bear ham, roast chicken, salad, cake, fruit, bonbons and wine, 

Family celebrations begin Dec. 6 in GERMANY. First Sunday in De- 
cember, Advent Wreath begins with one candle, Each Sunday until 
Christmas one more candle is added. Fairs are set up in the streets dur- 
ing the holiday. Church celebrations take place on Christmas Eve. Dur- 
ing the Christmas holiday, many sweets, cookies and cakes are baked. 

In ITALY the Christmas celebration in December lasts three weeks. 
Bright flowers decorate the homes and churches. Gift giving is on Jan. 
6. An urn or bowl is the depository for gifts, and each one draws his 
gift from the urn, The making of a creche originated in Italy. The 
Christmas foods of Italy are fried eels, melons, chicken and chicken 
broth. 

SPAIN hasaits streets brightly lighted at Christmas. The Spanish chil- 
dren believe that the Wise Men pass through Spain each year on a pil- 
grimage to the Holy Land and leave gifts. The favorite foods of Spain 
at Christmas are turkey, duck and pigeon, 

BRAZIL holds its Christmas celebration during midsummer. Festivi- 
ties commence on Dec. 24 and extend through Jan. 6 or day of Epiph- 
any. Pape Noel has role of Santa and enters through a window, as 
there are no chimneys.in Brazil. Much attention is given to children’s 
presents in Brazil. 

All national groups have worthwhile contributions to make to the 
rest of the world, Each country has fine Christmas traditions which 
should be preserved and honored. In the world there is great freedom 
in how, people celebrate the Christmas season. The significance of the 
Nativity of Christ reaches into the hearts of man at this time — the time 
we call Christmas.

In the past few weeks I have 
realized how so many of us have 
been ignoring the traditionalists — 
the old veterans of jazz such as Les- 
ter Young, Roy Eldridge, Dizzy Gil- 
lespie and of course Count Basie. 

Unlike the curriculum at many 
universities jazz cannot be broken 
and classified into various divisions 
where one can devote himself to 
a particular segment. A lover of 
Dixieland should not isolate him- 
self just to that type of jazz. Nei- 
ther should a person simply lis- 
ten to the progressive sounds with- 
out affording some attention to 
the music of previous eras, 

In jazz, as well as many other 
types of music, the musician at- 
tempts to convey a message to the 
listener. The fact that one partic- 
ular person digs most the message 
of Lee Konitz is quite all right just 
as long as Charley Parker isn’t com- 
pletely shunned, 

Jazz is much like a newborn 
baby. Before learning to walk he 
must first support himself, then 
crawl. 

In the early years such men as 
Paul Whiteman, King Oliver, Jelly 
Roll Morton and Lou Armstrong, 
plus a few other musicians from 
around the Kansas, Chicago and 
New Orleans areas, helped to put 
jazz on its. feet.

The Forties and Bebop 


In the early forties there were a 
few musicians who felt that a com- 
plete change must be made, It was 
then that revolutionists Charley 
Parker, Dizzy Gillespie and Bud 
Powell brought about this differ- 
ent sound called bebop, then later 
shortened to bop. 

Today -we are exposed to a type 
of jazz which is more complex, 
characterized by such instruments 
as flutes, oboes and french horns 
and played by musicians pos-| 
sessing a great wealth of technical 
knowledge. In this era traces of 
classical music are often evident as 
the compositions of John Lewis 
and Duke Ellington quite plainly 
suggest. 

This may all be very well, but 
one thing is certain— jazz must 
continue to swing, for if this ever 
ceases no amount of polyphonic 
wizardry can replace that which 
has been lost. 

In recent meetings of the newly 
formed Jazz Club there have been 
numerous requests to play more 
music of the moderns such as Gerry 
Mulligan, Dave Brubeck and Chico 
Hamilton. All this will be covered 
in due time, for if the Jazz Club 
js to become a real “swinging. 
group” it should be equally at ease 
with the music of Count Basie as 
well as that of Stan Kenton.
